ing all Things rather to an unaccountable arbitrary Will, than to an infinite Power 
ever guided equally by that infinite Wiſdom which equally and infinitely contemplates 
and actuates Nature, agrecable to that Order and thoſe Laws originally by that Wiſ⸗ 
dom impreſs'd on all 'Things : — I ſhould be unwilling to lay an Error of this Kind 
to the Charge of a worthy Prelate of a neighbouring Nation, Author of a late moſt lcar- 


ned Treatiſe, wherein he denies that Brutes, or the inferior animal Syſtem is endued 


with any Being diſtin from Matter, and yet does not ſeem to me to account for the 
Exiſtence of Actions of ſuch Animals as meer Machines; but if I don't groſly miſap.. 
prehend Him, he aſcribes to them, and conſequently to meer Matter under the Term 


of animal Life, an inferior Kind of Perception and Ideas, and thus has carried the Per- 


fections or Matter to a higher Pitch than I can pretend to with any Appearance of 
Reaſon or even Poſſibility ; I ſhall hereafter have a more ample and proper Oppor- 
tunity to ſhew the Abſurdity of this Hypotheſis, and ſhall at preſent only hint a few 
Reaſons that are applicable to the Occaſion, which are theſe ——

peculiar Modification : — Now as no two Parts of Matter can exiſt in the ſame Place, 
(for then neither Part would exiſt in any Place as cach would occupy the Place of the 
Other) the Parts however harmoniouſly modified, or cloſely united, are abſolutely diſ- 
tin& from each other, ſince their Coherence can only conſiſt in Neighbourhood or Con- 
tiguity, and not in Incorporation : If therefore the Parts ſo diſtin& have any in- 
herent Perception, they muſt have a Perception as diſtin& from each Other as their 
Parts; and if diviſible ad infinitum, there is ſuch a Confuſion of indiſtinct diſtinct Per- 
ceptions, as is too abſurd for any Thing but a Jeſt : — But if Matter is reducible to 
Atoms, and every Atom fuppoſed to perceive, I would ask how Atoms can be organized 
ſo as to ſee, hear, ſmell, Sc. And if Organization is neceſſary to the Perception of Matter, 
either ſuch Perception arifes intirely new from the Organization, or the Organization 
only gives a Liberty of Action to the Perception that was prior and diſtinctly latent in 
every Part: But if in the former Suppoſition ſuch Perception is ſolely produced by 
the Organization or Modification, Organization, or Modification however nice or me- 
chanic, being no other than a Mode of Form, or Figure, the moſt extraneous and in- 
cidental of any Property of Matter, and Perception being the moſt abſolute and ſimple 
of any Thing we know, and by which alone we know alt that we do know ; fach Hy- 
potheſis I ſay carries in itſelf ſuch a palpable Coatradiction, and Confutation, as to 
make what is ſimple, abſolute, and invariable, to be produced by what is moſt compound, 
precarious, and changeable, nay, by a meer relative Term, Figure being no other than 
the Circumſcription of Space ſurrounding a finite Body : But if in the laſt Caſe 
and Refuge, Organization or Modification is ſuppos d only to give a Power of Action 
to what was before latent in the Parts of Matter, if the Perceptions continue ſtill as 
diſtinct as the Parts, here muſt ariſe ſuch a Multiplicity of Perceptions, as muſt deſtroy 
and confound the very Operation of the Organs by which the Parts perceive. And laſtly, 
if it be alledg'd that by the Modification, the Parts become ſo loving and neighbourly, 
as by ſharing the Perception of cach Other to make one amicable Union of the Whole, 
cach Part muſt till retain its proper Right to its Portion of Perception; and if upon 
any Accident a Member of the Syſtem ſhould be lopt off, why then truly a Piece of 
ſuch united Perception being gone, we have only a Piece of Perception remaining; and 
thus alſo Perception the moſt ſimple of all Units muſt be dayly and hourly divided by

dued with the leaſt Degree of Perception, muſt be a Being, Subſtance, or Eſſence as widely 


and oppoſitely diſtin& from Matter, as any two Things can be imagined ; and though 
I don't ſee but ſuch Eſſences may be of infinitely different Natures, and conſequently 
differ in their Manners and Degrees of Powers and Perfections, yet as no Being can 
periſh but by Annihilation, which though no Contradiction to Almighty Power, can 
yet never be admitted conſiſtent with that Creating Wifdom which does nothing in 
rain; fince even Matter is otherwiſe imperiſhable, however its Variation may deceive
